1.— A terrible 
eatastrophe befell thia tliriving towQ 
fMterdaj morning and today there is 
mooniiBt in many hooiebolda. The 
ealamltjrwaa onezpeoted. Thetreach 
MOOS Leona river, swollen to a raging; 
tonrent by recent ruins, rushed, withont 
a moment's warniug, down upon the 
town, snbmergiug aud wrecking many 
bonaei and drowning a number of peo- 
pla. In thia arid Motion raoh deitrnct- 
iTUMM the dementi has never be 
fore been chronicled. In the excite* 
Bent of tlie day it is not dt^flnitely 
tnown how many have been drowned.

It WHS u'liniit o'clock in the morning 
when the Hood came. The weather had 
D( '11 tliiciiti iiiiiK and there were omin- 
ous clouds to the north aud east of town. 
The atmosphere had been clo.sc during 
•he evening and those predictions of a 
htorm were freely made. The town's 
citizens went to their beds not with 
happy minds. 

As the hours wore on, and the people 
euutmued their slumbers, the dark 
clouds rose hifi^her and higlu r. .) ust as 
the storm broke over the city in all its 
fnry, a torrent of water rushed down 
the Leona river, overflowing the bauks 
of that stream and flooding the low- 
land* on either aide to a depth of several 
feet. The east side <tf tbedtr is boilt 
on lowlands and was director in the 
path of this water. 

All the houses in this part of the town 
were submerged, and in the darknem 
and throughout the downpour of rain 
that was fa< .Ing oonid be heard the ories 
of distress liom the ill-fated inhabitants 
ih tbttr wild efforts to save their lives 
and those of their families and loved 
ones. There were a number of miracu' 
loue escapes and the rescuers and the 
rescued performed many heroic acts. 
As soon 06 those in the higher part of 
town were made aware of th<' terrible 
flood iiud dire c(}nse(iuencos. the work 
of rescuing was bc^fim and carried out 
as rapidly as pt)ssiLlij iu the darkness of 
the night. 

(ireat apprehension is felt for the 
families livuig on the ditch south of 
here, wlierc Iroiii 75 to 100 families 
live, luid till- land lying 15 feet lower 
than liric, it is feared thoT have been 
destroyed. t)ue Mexican family, living 
on the r.incU oi L. fcicliwartz, live miles 
below tt'WU, are supposed to liave been 
lo^t, no ve.-tixe of r;uioh buildings be- 
ing left. It is feared that IndianoU's 

history is repeat<'d. 

An earthquake shex:k of some swy)nd8 
duration was distinctly felt dui-ing the 
night. At one place near the city about 
a quarter of a mile of heavy crucks ap- 

Ear ou each side of the Lcoua river, 
ving apparently no bottom. A track- 
walker of the Southern Paciflo, aft«r 
wading through water up to his neck 
with his lantern elevated above his 
head, succeeded in feeling his way far 
enough east to intercept a westbound 
train and prevent its plunging into the 
raging river, where the railroad bridge 
had been destroyed. 

News has just reached here that three 
families living below town wen 
drowned. The names have not yet been 
learned. 

Aooofding to reports received at the 
Bonthem PaoUlo oiBoee the terrible 
flood was augmented hj a most remark 
able phenomena, which was caused by 

tiie earthquake. 

The loss to the Southern Padflc com- 
pany is enormous, 40 miles of track and 
many bridges having been washed 
away. Over 100 carloads of material 
and laborers have left San Antonio for 
the scene of the wreckage. The dam- 
age to the Southern Padflc extends east- 
wards about 76 miles from this city. A 
rough estimate of the loss to property 
in general aud the railroad company 
will a» far as known reach a million and 
a liull dollars.

^ According to the story published, she 
was soTerely puulshed for a slight in- 
fraction of the rules and was placed in 
a cell and half starved. The mother su- 
perior of the sisterhood said: 

"I received a letter from Miss Wain, 
saying that she wanted to join our sis- 
terhood and 8h» would come on for a 
week to see how she liked the life. I 
replied, saying the time was too short, 
and that she must stay at least two 
weeks before she could become a novioe. 
When she arrived she appeared in ill- 
heidth. She oomplatoeJ. so. mooh that

A 
flower boat caught fire and the flame 
spread until hnndndi Ot Choee crafts 
were destroyed. The progreii of the 
fire wai so rapid that at least 1,000 na 
tives perished in the flames. The flow 
er boats were moorad item and stem, iu 
rows, and large nnmbera of natives 
lived upon them. The spread of the 
conflagration from one boat to another 
was so rapid that the unfortimate I'hi 
nese had no time to cut them from their 
moorings, a strong wind materially 
helping the increase of the flre. Many 
hundreds of persons on board the flower 
boats leape<l overlxiard and wen 
drowned, while sevi ral hundred othors 
remained on board tlie doomed Ortft and 
perished in the f.anies.

VVlioat moves largely and western re- 
ceipts were ."),Tii'^,7T7 bushels for the 
week, against ■,',!•>;;), itOl last year and tor 
.\ugust 2S.dOO,'XjO bushels, against 15,- 
0(R),OOO last year, whieh does not tit 
short crop predictions. Atlantic exports 
for the month have tx'i ii only M.O(mi,(xiu 
bushels against 24,000,000 last year, and 
the price hai risen a shade during ^ 
week. 

Receipts of corn are only 1.423,302 
bushels, against 3,4f>0,ti4() for the week 
last ye;ir, while e.^ports are insig- 
nificant, and the price has advanced 
8 1-2 cents, while jxirk has risen 25 cents 
per barrel and lard 55 cents per 100 
pounds. Fears of frost, the crop being 
late, are argued as n reason for quota- 
tions otherwi.se unwarranted. Cotton 
has declined uu eighth for the week, but 
the year closes with every indication of 
a yield materially exceeding the world's 
maximum consumption of American 
and with 1,(>00,000 bales of old cotton in 
sight. 

If all the mills were running ftill 
force, the situation would not promise 
nmch. The demand for products of 
iron and steel has increased, but prices 
tend downward where any change ap- 
pears, as there is not enough business 

Set to employ the works in operation, 
teel ben are lold at 1 cent at Pittsburg 
and wire nails al 1. 05 cents, with Bet- 
•emar iron at 911.65, several additional 
furnaces having gone into blast 

An encouraging sale of 40,000 bundles 
cotton ties in competition with foreign 
ties, duty free, warrants hope that cur- 
rent prices in other brancnes may be 
low enongh to meet the oomingrivalry, 
aud a sale of Messaba ore at f2.95 de- 
livered at lower lake ports is reported. 
There is u better demand for atruotnral 
work, though one considerable contract 
for Cuba was broken off by the adTance 
in Spanish duties. 

BI*'ailures are still few and small. For 
the third week in August reported lia- 
bilities were |a,l)7t>,ol8, but for three 
weeks only |8, 214, 470, of which 12,84'),- 
338 were of manufacturing and |3,SH4,- 
414 of trading coucei'ns. The average 
is only i^ll,521 per firm failing. Tlio 
failures this week have been 1S8 in the 
United Stat«'s, against 3!ttJ last year, 
and 40 iu Canada, against 20 last year.

OvavVorty-Oiie Million Dollars Baaalved 
burins th* Month. 

WASHiNGTOir, Sept. 1.— The cash bal- 
ance in the treasury yfcterday was 
$120,87.'"), WO, of which $55,248,023 was 
gold reserve. The total receipts from 
all sources at the treasury during tlio 
present month amount to #41,ti'.^l,;iiit, 
and the disbuisements it;;il,(>tis,.si)i, 
leaving a surplus for the month ot >;),- 
;i32,r)20, although the dibbuisemeuts 
yesterday exceeded the receipts by 
$:14H,512. Of the receipts tll,b04,9i4 
were from customs and fi7,5N,tT8from 
internal revenue. 

Only $443,174 was received yesterday 
from internal revenue sources and this, 
it is thought, came almost entirely from 
the sale of oleomargarine ond tobacco 
stamps. The Peoria (His.) district, 
which during the time the tariff bill 
was in the hands of the president yield- 
ed as high as |500,000 in a single day on 
whiaky withdrawals paid last Wednes- 
day only tiS. For the first time in sev- 
eral months the customs receipts report- 
ed yesterday amounted to more thantli- 
000,000 and this increase is expected to 
continue until a large pert of tne goods 
now in bond ahaU have been with- 
drawn. The pension payments this 
month amount to |12, 015,656.

DEATH O F JUDGE HANNA. 

He Was tha Oldaat PrnaUMag AMorMjr In 

the State of Ohio. 

McCoNNKi.sviM,E, O., Sept. 1.— 
Thursday eevuing at 11 o'clock Judg' 
J. E. Hanna died of heart failnre at his 
homo hero after an illness of but two 
hours. During the day he had been on 
the streets and was in his usual healtli. 
Judge Hanna was the oldest attorney 
in Ohio, having been admitted to thi 
bar in 1825, when but 10 years of age. 
He has been in active practice evei 
since, even to the day of his death. 

He served as prosecuting attorney of 
Morgan county from 1831 to 1838. He 
was then elected to represent Morgan 
county in the legislature in 1838 aud 
was re-elected, serving two terms. In 
1840 he was chosen jadge of the Eighth 
}udiolaI oirouit of tne eoart of common 
pleas, serving 7 jfean. In 1854 he wai 
anrin made judge, being ^tpointod tc 
flu out the vaoanoy made by the resig 
nation of Judge Btillwell. The most 
remarkable feature of his ofBeial life 
was his two terms as postmaiter of Mc 
Conneliville. In 1881 was appointed by 
President Ja<dcson to this position. 

In 1885 he was appointed to the lai 
position by President Cleveland. Be 
was appointed one of the trustees of 
Athens asylum bv Qovemor Foster, 
and through his influence Dr. Agnes 
Johnson was appointed physician iu the 
female words of that institution. This 
was tha first lady physician in any of 
th(^ institutions for the stat«. .ludge 
Hanna was one of the eiu-liest settlers 
of McConnelsville, and his mind was 
w<'ll stored with interesting reminis 
cences of pioneer times. He was a 
man of brilliant wit and remarkable 
conversational powers, and his familiar 
figure will be sadly missed on our 
streets.

The Mds la the Little Mchoouer-Uixxed 
lharpla. In Which Oaptala A. Vtataeb, 
tha Morweglan Adventurer, From Mit- 
wankac. Left New York to lall Single* 
Handed Acroea tha AtlaaU*. 

New York, Sept. l.— The steamship 
Soandia, which reaohed port yesterday, 
reports that ou Tuesday she piphted a 
wreck, estimated at about 30 feet long, 
but it w.ts too dark to make her out dis- 
fiii' tly. The derelict was encountered • 
111 lutitiule •4:5. U(), longitude 69.19, which 
point would be about 50 miles southeast 
of Sahine island. From the small size 
of the wrecked vessel and her position 
when sighted it is possible that it may 
have been the little schocmer- rigged 
sharpie, Nina, in which Captain A. 
Fretsch, the Norwegian adventurer, 
from Milwaukee, left this port to Mil 
single-handed across the Atlantic. 

The Nina is about 40 feet long over 
all, and would be in about the position 
mentioned on the date wheu the 
Scandia passed the wreck. The little 
vessel left -this port Aug. Sin anything 
but seaworthy condition and an un- 
timely end to the craft and her reckless 
skipper is in line with predictions made 
at the time of her start by seafaring 
men, who know irell the need of sound 
timben and well caulked planking. 

In maritime circles it is not believed 
that the wreck was the Nina. The 
latter was painted a deep sea green 
color just before she left port, and as 
the wreck is painted white, it is as- 
sumed that the wreck can not be the 
Nina. The hydrographio office charts 
show the wreck of the Golden Rule to 
have been 0)1 .Tuly 21, about 20(j miles 
southeast of the position where the 
Seandia sighti^d the wreck, and siiieo 
that date she has had plenty of time to 
have drifted to that point. There is 
certainly some my.stery about the Nina. 
Some seamen are of tlu' opinion tiiav 
tln^ cai)tain has not made the atttiinpt to 
cross the oi'eaii, but that ho crept into 
some port niiuliscrved. They .-ay he 
could not h.ive t.oled to be seen by 
some out},'oiiij,' veh>el tlu lir.-,t tew days 
af t( r he left port.

Not 
only is it necessary to know the facta of 
history but the pupils must know 80me> 
tiling of the lives of the makeia of his- 
tory. Kever require pupila to memorize 
the text In history. Encourage investi- 
gation from outside sources. Ask how 
many can relate a fact not given in their 
t 'xt. Above all the teacher should be 
one of Inroad reading and culture. Every 
event in history may be traced to a cause. 
The cause and effects of history must be 
dealt with. No one can successfully 
teach United States history who is un- 
acijuainted with English history. The 
teacher ia reaponaible for the intereat of 
the class work and ahonld aee to it that 
life and vigor in oondueting a class are 
not wanting. 

Mr. G. H. Tumipseed diaeuaaed in a 
very interesting way the question " How 
to Teach Physiology." Tlie speaker used 
the members of the Inatitute as a clasa 
and as such he conducted a recitation.
